A rapidly, diminishing race of men, 
known as “swamp miners,”, ply one |

South Jersey—probing hundteds’ of | 
feet for cedar logs juried a thou-|

The miners have become as intet 
esting to scientists as the strange 
nature of, their trade’ which they 
have devotedly followed for genera- 
tions in the secluded Villages rieat | 
the Atlantic coast., 

Like gold miners the "“swampers” 
work “claims” in the swamps and 
creek beds which make that part 
of New Jersey a maze of water- 


ways comparable to the English fen| 
country. George H. Cook, of Rutgers | 
College, Assistant State Geologist, 
log a thotisand years old 
was brought to the. surface. 

The “swamp miners” have found | 
their trade very profitable but it is 
said to necessitate hardiness, expert- 
ness and skHl.

skeleton of living plants is showing 
itself convertible.: One. difference 
between an age of cellulose and one 
of iron or steel is tmat we never 
would exhaust our natural resources 
so long as the sun still shone.

Thousand Miles Of Coral 
Reef Lies Of Coast Of /Queensiand, 
Australia / 

The Great Barrier Reef of Austra- 
lia, of whictr little is known, is to be 
explored and studiéd by a scieritift 
expedition which has set out from 
England. « The Reef, says Answers, 
is a series of more or less parallel 
coral-rock’ reefs that lie from twenty 
te sixty-mijes away from the coast 
of Queenland for a length of 1,250 
miles.’ There must be at least 1,000 
cubic nffles of ae in them. Its 
great area ig /latgely uncovered at 
low’ tide. 

As you approach by 
dead mass, you pass over the live 
coral that surrounds it, and Jooking 
into a box with a glass bottom thrust 
under the rippled surface of the sea, 
see what have been described as the 
forms and colors of-a tropical forest. 
There are blocks of the more ‘solid 


corals and the tree-like forms of the} 


branching varieties, all colored and 
covered by the living organisms, pur- 
ple, green and blue, pink and brown. 

Here and there as you get closer 
to the solid mass, you can see bril- 
lant fishes—orange with black and 
white bands, irridescent. green and 
blue, scarlet and black, blue and yel- 
low, and. of many other color schemes 
passing between the branches of 
the cofal growth. Then on the bottom 
are the two-valved shells. known as 
clams, the smaller species nearly 
buried in the coral and larger ones— 
sometimes over two feet across —ly- 
ing on the surface. 

The general brown appearance of 
the reef, and the faint odor of things 
of the sea give it a very special char- 
acter of its own. Its rough but gen- 
erally level surface is broken by tem- 
porary lagoons that’ more or less 
empty with the falling sea. 

Under the edges of the coral jet- 
sam swiftly moving eels and other 
small fish seek hiding places, and 
when you turn over these blocks you 
send to néw shelter their darting, 
scurrying forms. . 

Altogether the impression is one of 
teeming life, altering in the course of 
centuries, by an infinite amount of 
tiny effort, one of the strangest fea- 
tures on the face of the earth.

= Took First Possession Of 
Pacific Coast 

It was Captain James Strange, 
and not Captain -Cook, who took 
Pacific 
coast for the British crown, and evi- 
ences of his having done’ so are hid- 
den in a hollow stump on a -coast 
island. 2 
. This information was imparted to 
an interested audience at a meeting 
of the B.C. Historical Association, 
in Victoria, by John Hosie, provincial 
archivist and librarian. : 

It is possible, it was intimated, 
that an effort will be made to ex- 
plore the locality where the memor- 
ials were hidden with a view to re- 
covering evidences of such historical 


"value. ; 


Captain Strange's journal has just 
come to light in India, through the 
efforts of Mr.. Hosie, who obtained a 
copy ftom the Governor of Madras. 
The unique record created such an 


interest that the Madras government 
‘has printed a memorial on the sub- 


fecti-— - as 
_ Strange followed Captain Cook to 
this coast, coming, about seven or 


.eight years later; 


It is recited in the record of the 
journey, said Mr. Hosie, that before | 
quitting the coast Strange displayed 
the flag and “took péssession of the! 
inlet and sound, honoring it with the! 
name Queen Charlotte Sound.” 


“Before we quitted our present 


_ station,” Captain Strange set down 


in his journal, “I left .many testi- 


magnies behind me of our having 
‘visited and taken possession of this 


part of the coast. In the body of a’ 
large tree, opposite to one of the 
huts, I cut a deep hole, in which I 
deposited copper, iron and beads; 
besides leaving the name of our ships 
and the date of the discovery.”

on the western shore of Nigei Island, 
in Queen Charlotte Sound,

Survey of the airway between sem 
gary and Vancouver which has been 
undertaken by the Western Canada| 
Airways, Limited, subs‘d'ary of 
James Richardson and Sons, Limited, 
| will be completed by the flight of a

Major D; 8. MacLaren, British 
Columbia manager for Western’ Can- 
ada Airways, states that the route 
which the plane will cover had been 
already reconnoitered. 

Western Canada Airways, he states, 
will probably bid for the government 
contract to link’ Vancouver with the 
air mail services operated? by this 
company on the prairies. 

The airway across the mountains, 
as proposed, runs from.

Commander Byrd Gives Noted Ex- 

plorer’s Name To New Land _ 
' In naming part of the Antarctic 
region just explored by him, Scott 
Land, Commander Byrd has paid a 
fine and generous compliment to the 
memory of Captain Robert . Falcon 
Scott. Captain Scott, after a. long 
service in the British navy, was 
chosen in 1900 to lead ‘the National 
Antarctic Expedition and to com- 
mand the Discoyery. He returned to 
England in 1904. In 1910 he set 
out in the Terra Nova, in a second 
Antarctic adventure, and after many 
hardships’ reached the South Pole on 
January 18, 1912, only to discover | 
that Amundsen had been there a 
month ahead of him. Scott and his 
companions, Wilson, Oates, Bowers 
and Evans, perished in a blizzard on 
the way back to their base.
